Tf a baby cries out in a loud, 
lusty voice, it’s probably a cry of 
p: Olest: “Fake me in your arms. 
why don't you?” It is better to 
be on the safe side, however, and 
listen in now and then, even if 
the mother is positive that she 
understands what he is crying 
fgr. Mother can’t afford ta make 
a mistake. What if he really 
snould have a pain? How can a 
mother tell? . 

Usually by the way he cries. 
If a youngster is not in the habit 
of crying, by all means give him 
the benefit of the doubt. Pick 
him up and console him. If he 


isn't in pain, it may be that 
something startled him and 
riaade him cry out in fear. In 


such a case, what mother would 
want to fail her baby? 

On the other hand, if you 
should discover, that baby’s cry 
was just a ruse to get attention, 
console. yourself with the 
thought that it won’t be too late 
to correct. him next time. And 
next time don't be too sure, 
either. Listen carefully to his 
cry and remember if it sounds 
persistent rather than: insistent, 
more like a complaint than a 
protest or an asserticn, better 
get out the thermomcter.

36 he leaped to fame with a fiery 
speech on the financial situation 
ant. almost overnight was named 
Under Secretary of State, six 
months later becoming a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet. 

Politically he has gone along 
mostly with Edouard Herriot, 
and that rates him as a liberal, 
but not a radical.
